struction of good roads in Ohio this 
year has been seriously curtailed by 


a deficit of more than a quarter of a 
million dollars in the state highway 
funds inherited from the Vox admin

the state road levy by the Cox legis­ 
lature last summtT. is strikingly set 
forth in a letter addressed to the com­ 
missioner» of every county by Clin­ 
ton 
Cowen, 
state 
highway commi» 
»¡oner, and Edward 
M. 
Fullington. 
stale budget comm;»-¡oner, 
today 
Although the letter contains no in­ 
timation that the aood roads levy and 
the highway funds were manipulated 
with a view to partisian advantage by 
former Governor Cox, his Democratic 
legislature and the 
state 
highway 
commissioner, the 
information that 
such is the fact has been current at 
Columbus for months. 
By cutting the state levy for good 
roads purposes from a half mill to 
three-tenths of a mill, the legislature 
which 
Governor 
Cox convened 
in 
extraordinary session for 
this 
pur- 
,,o-e in July 
1914. reduced the reve­ 
nue available for highway construc­ 
tion just a third. 
Whereas the half-mill 
le w 
pro­ 
duced $1 «89,769.78 a ’ 
the February, 
1914, tax settlement, it- is pointed „O' 
the ¿hree-tenths mill levy produced 
only $1.113.065 31. a decrease of $556,- 
704 47 
If the August tax settlement -hows 
the same ratio of loss to fh»- fund a* 
the February settlement, 
‘ he *ofaI 


tailing off of highway revenues this 
year will approximate $1,166,000- 
"W hile tiie state highway depart 
ment in 1914 had $819,114 41 available 
for 
construction 
of 
main 
market 
roads," reads the explanatory letter 
to the county commissioners. ’ the de- 
partment 
attempted 
during 
1914 to 
enter into contracts for the construe 
tiou of main market 
roads 
to the 
amount of $985,047.58, this being $165,- 
923.29 more 
than the total amount 
available for the year. 
"Although

contracts

illegal and void to the extent of $165 
933.29, yet local officials and contrac­ 
tors had Incurred obligations under 
these void contracts and it was neces­ 
sary, therefore, for the legislature in 
1915 to make appropriation to meet 
them ."
